T? E foundations of our faith are the 

ozacles of the holy Ghoſt, not tbe 
pꝛedicaments of our owne reaſon. We 
beleene the reſurrection of the dead, onder 
the obedience of this faith wee ought to 
captiuate all eur reaſon. GD D can 
doe aboue all things ſuperabundantiy 
moze then wee aſke oz bnderſfand, 
Thinke therefoze on him that pꝛomiſeth, 
and thou ſhalt haue him to perfo2me 
whatſoever things G O D ſapth, they 
are not wozds, but wozkes. Let bs 
graunt that G O D can doe fornething, 
which wee map conkeſſe that wee cannot 
finde out, in ſuch things all the reaſon 
of the deed is the power of the ſpeaker, 
It will be an eaſte matter fo2 him, by 
whom the mother her ſelfe hath nst loſt 
the cozrnptfon of fleſh by bzinging fozth, 
that this cozruptible alſo may put on 
incozrution by riſing againe. Tt is 


ſomewhat alſo that in nature her ſelfe 
diuers repꝛeſentations of the reſurrecti⸗ 
on are ſet fo2th vnto vs. 
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That which thou ſoweſt tg not quickes 
ned, vnleſſe it firſt dye: and what ſoweſt 
tho, not the bodp that ſhall be, but bare 
Cozne, that is to ſay, of Wheate, oz of 
fome other. But God gtueth to it a body 
after his owne pleaſare, and toenery ſeed 
his owne body. He therefo:e which qutc- 
kens the dead and putrifled graines of 
ſ#ds, by which thou mapeſt line in this 


- wozld, will much moze raiſe bp thtiug 


owne ſelfe, that thou mapeſt liue fo2 euer. 
(The light that daily dies fhtnes f62th ac 
gaine, and the darknefle by euen turneg 
departing, doth returne: the artes that 
are put out beginne againe to liue: the 
times beginne where they are ended; the 
fruits are conſumed and doe returne 
ſurely the ſeedcs vnleſſe they be cozrup- 
ted and diſſolued , doe not ariſe fo frutt- 
fully: all things are taued by periching, 
all things are refozmed from death. The 
day dies into the night, and ts buried 
round about with darkenefle, the honour 
of the Wonld is polluted and all the ſb: 

ſtance thereofis made blacke. All things 
are foule, ſtlent, and amazed: euery where 
there is a vacation, and reſt of things: 
fs the light that is loſt is moui ned foꝛ. 
And yet againe with her atttre, with her 
grace, with the Sunne, the ſame both 
found and whole doth begin to be renued 
to the whole wozld, killing Her death, 
the night: opening her graue, the darke- 
neſſe: being heite to her ſelfe, vntill the 
night alſo be renued againe, che likewiſe 
with her atttre. Foz the beames of the 
ſtarreg 
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ſtarres alſo are againe made to flame, 
whom the ms2nings light had extinguts 
ſhed, The abſence allo of the conſtella⸗ 
tions is bꝛought backe, which the deſtin⸗ 
>ton of times had taken away. The 
mirrours alſo of the Mone arc trimd a 
new, which the number of the dayes of 
themoncth had wozne out. The Win⸗ 
ters and Sommers, the Springs, and 
the Futumnes returne in their ſeaſon, 
with their owne firength , manners, 
fruits, pes the earth is taught of Heas 
uen to cloathe Treks, after they are made 
naked, to giue freſh and newtinctures to 
the Flowzes, to giue the hearbs agatne, 
to bring in the ſame ſckdes which are 
conſumed , and not to bxing them in be⸗ 
foze thep are conſumed. 

A wonderfull matter! Df a decetuer 
ſhe is became a fauer : ſhe ſnatcheth az 
way that ſhe map reſtoze: fa deſtropeg 
that ſhee may kt pe: ſhe coxrupts that 
(& may make wholc: ſher fir laniſhlp 
tonſumes that afterward ſhe map make 
it moze. Durely, the reo:es things 
moꝛe plentifull and moze faire then thoſe 
he dtd conume. Df atrath, I may ſap 
at once, the conditton of ail things is re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed againe by death, which ts tncreaſe, 
and tnturie which is Aſurp, and lofle 
which ts gaine. Whatſoeuer thou tm@- 
teſt with now, hath beene, and what ſoe⸗ 
uer thou ſhale lc ſe, there is nothing but 
it ſhall be againe. Ali things retui ne in⸗ 
to their ſtate, when thep ſhall depart. 
Therefoze are they brought to an end

and be baptired, ſhall be ſaued, but hee that 


doth not beleeue, ſnall be condemned. Hee 
that be leeueth in the Sonne is not iudged, but 
hee that doth not belecue is iudged already, 
bccavfe he doth not beleeue on the name of 
the oncly begotten Sonne ot God. He that 
beleeueth on the Sonne hath eternall life, 
but hee that doth not beleeue on the Sonne 
ſhall not ſee life, but the wrath of God re- 
maines vpon him. They that haue done

Ind that this immediate 
ſeparatton ot the godly and bngoÞ>lyis 
to be made not onely in the kaſt day, but 
alſo by and by after death, the example of 
the rich glutton doth teach vs, whoſe Luk.x6,23 
ſoule is thʒuſt into Hell, and of the godly 
Lazarus, whoſe ſoule ts tranflatcd of the 
Angels inte Paradile : the example of 
the conuerted Theefe doth teach vs, to Luk. 22.45
